COMMENCEMENT  '55 


One  thousand  and  twenty-four  new 
alumni  were  added  to  the  rolls  June 
8th  when  Archbishop  Cushing  dis- 
tributed sheepskins  from  the  eight 
schools  of  Boston  College.  The  cer- 
emonies, threatened  by  rain,  were 
held  at  Boston  Garden  instead  of 
Alumni  Field.  Five  honorary  degrees 
were  granted  for  "service  to  college 
and  community":  Doctor  of  Science 
to  Rear  Admiral  Bartholomew  W. 
Hogan,  '23,  U.S.  Navy  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral; Doctor  of  Laws  to  Edward  A. 
Hogan,  Jr.,  '30,  Vice-Dean  of  Has- 
tings Law  School,  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, who  also  gave  the  Commence- 
ment address;  Frederick  J.  Driscoll, 
N.  Y.  Contractor;  Governor  Chris- 
tian A.  Herter,  and  Major  John  B. 
Hynes. 

Father  Rector  announced  gifts  to 
B.C.  of  over  $400,000.  The  largest: 
$150,000  for  the  School  of  Education 
from  the  Joseph  P.  Kennedy,  Jr. 
Foundation. 

Take  Up  the  Sword  of  the  Spirit, 
That  Is  the  Word  of  God. 

The  Archbishop  chose  a  militant 
theme  for  his  remarks  reminding  the 


new  graduates  that  "a  war  calls  you". 
Here  is  part  of  his  talk: 

Be  warriors,  warriors  for  your  faith 
and  moral  principles.  Be  apostles.  In 
Judea,  in  the  time  of  Christ,  you 
would  have  found  yourselves  among 
the  disciples,  the  helpers  of  Peter,  at 
the  side  of  Mark  and  Stephen  and 
Luke  and  Paul.  But  neither  warrior 
nor  apostle  has  ever  lived  a  soft  and 
easy  life;  austerity,  a  cheerfully  ac- 
cepted austerity,  they  have  borne  as 
a  privilege  and  a  badge  of  their  dedi- 
cation. God  and  Mammon,  ovp  must 
choose;  and  one  must  choose  likewise 
between  the  things  of  God  and  the 
things  of  Mammon.  .  .  What  we  need 
are  men  imbued  with  the  spirit,  the 
spirit  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi,  proba- 
bly the  most  human  reproduction  of 
Christ  the  world  has  known.  Only 
such  men  can  get  a  hearing  today  and 
lead  the  world. 

Boston,  for  Boston,  the  words  of 
your  college  anthem  salute  the  col- 
lege that  has  given  you  so  much  to 
make  you  different,  to  make  you 
divest  yourselves  of  self  and  to  be- 
come great  leaders.  But  the  real  Bos- 


ton, the  City  of  Boston,  whose  first 
citizen  and  Mayor  extraordinary  is 
now  a  brother  alumnus,  must  also  be 
fair  Boston,  always  and  in  every  de- 
tail of  its  life.  To  make  some  tiny 
spot  in  it  better  and  to  keep  it  so,  is 
your  task.  Get  at  the  task  immediate- 
ly. Do  not  procrastinate.  Become  part 
of  fair  Boston.  Make  your  presence 
there  felt,  your  leadership  wanted 
and  prized. 

"Ense  petit  placidam  sub  libertate 
quietem."  This  is  the  motto  of  our 
beloved  Commonwealth,  whose  first 
citizen  and  highly  esteemed  Gover- 
nor, is  now  another  brother  alumnus. 
Freely  translated  it  means,  "By  the 
sword  we  seek  peace  but  peace  only 
under  liberty."  May  that  sword  be 
the  sword  of  Truth  so  that  there  may 
be  raised  here  no  other  sword  of  con- 
tention or  of  partisan  strife,  but  only 
the  sword  of  the  Spirit  with  which 
you  are  equipped  as  a  result  of  the 
education  you  received  at  Boston 
College.  For  Boston,  for  Massachu- 
setts, for  Country  and  for  the  World 
go  forth  to  battle  with  that  sword  un- 
sheathed and  may  the  blessings  of 
Almighty  God  be  with  you. 
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7000  guests  of  the  1024 
graduates  of  '55  crowded 
Boston  Garden  for  Com- 
mencement exercises.

The  deep  concentration  of  the  gent- 
lemen to  the  left  was  no  exception: 
499  other  top  Boston  executives, 
politicians  and  students  listened  just 
as  hard  before  they  went  home  think- 
ing from  the  2nd  Annual  Conference 
on  Boston's  Economic  Problems  spon- 
sored by  the  Boston  College  Business 
School  on  May  19.  This  conference, 
evidently  due  to  be  an  annual  event, 
capped  a  series  of  6  "citizens'  "  semi- 
nars from  September  to  April,  that 
had  tapped  Dame  Boston's  reflexes 
on  a  score  of  sore  points:  traffic  and 
taxes,  shipping  and  slums,  eity  costs 
and  city  planning  and  the  city's  part 
in  the  "tragic  mess"  that  the  State's 
fiscal  system  is  in. 

This  last  bit  about  the  "mess"  is 
quoted  from  someone  who  should 
know:  Doctor  (B.C.  '55  hon.)  & 
Governor  Christian  Herter.  And  just 
as  the  Governor  and  every  other  of 


dozens  of  responsible  Boston  citizens 
pulled  no  punches  in  the  seminars  so 
the  30  participants  (see  pages  14-15) 
of  the  May  19th  Conference  called 
spades  spades. 

"Boston  needs  new  tax  money 
badly,"  stated  Mayor  Hynes.  "Yet 
Boston  property  is  overtaxed  about 
#40  millions,"  said  Boston  Realtor 
Philip  H.  Theobold.  "Regional  plan- 
ning must  be  begun  without  delay  to 
meet  the  competition  of  younger  me- 
tropolitan areas,"  said  Planning  Di- 
rector Charles  E.  Downe.  "Build  the 
Boston  Common  Underground  garage 
now,  else  downtown  merchants  stand 
to  lose  a  lot  of  customers,"  warned 
Retailer  P.  A.  O'Connell.  "Let's  have 
greater  creativeness  in  sales  and  pro- 
motion," asked  Editor  Edward  C. 
Bursk.  "Philadelphia  changed  its  ob- 
solescent form  of  city  government," 
reported  Philadelphia  ad-man  H.  A.

The  Law  School  Surveys  Mass.  Law 


Governor  Christian  A.  Herter, 
Chief  Justice  Stanley  E.  Qua  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Associate  Justice  Felix 
Frankfurter  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  and  leading 
members  of  the  bench  and  bar  in 
and  out  of  New  England  have  all 
heaped  congratulation  on  the  Law- 
School  on  the  publication  of  its  first 
volume  of  the  Annual  Survey  of 
Massachusetts  Law.  And  the  public- 
ation of  the  Annual  Survey,  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  William  J. 
Curran  and  Student  Editor-in-Chief 
Frank  J.  McGee,  got  good  press,  too. 
For  instance,  said  the  Boston  Globe, 
April  16: 

GOOD  JOB 
The  students  and  faculty  of 
Boston  College  Law  School  have 
made  a  definite  contribution  to 
the  whole  Commonwealth  by 
preparing  an  annual  law  survey 
for  Massachusetts.  Like  service 
is  being  done  for  seven  other 
states  by  law  schools  with- 
in their  borders,  but  this  is  the 
first  such  volume  to  be  publish- 
ed here. 

It  is  a  handy  book,  made  up 
of  material  collected  by  the  stu- 
dents and  compiled  by  the  fac- 
ulty, with  the  assistance  of  lead- 
ing attorneys.  Its  contents  in- 
clude last  year's  opinions  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  and  the 
Attorney  General,  new  adminis- 
trative rules  and  regulations, 
and  all  legislation  of  statewide 
interest,  or  affecting  Boston, 
which  was  passed  or  considered 
in  1954. 

From  now  on,  this  survey  and 
its    annual    successors  will   give 
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citizens  of  Massachusetts  quick 
access  to  about  everything  legal 
that  has  happened  in  the  state. 
B.  C.  Law  School  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated for  initiating  a  service 
which  should  quickly  become  an 
established  institution. 

The  Annual  Survey  has  a  two-fold 
purpose.  It  is  of  substantial  assist- 
ance to  the  busy  judge  and  practi- 
tioner who  cannot  afford  the  many 
hundreds  of  hours  of  study  necessary 
to  acquire  the  information  and  the  in- 
sight contained  within  the  350  pages 
of  the  Survey.  Yet  "it  is  not  a  mere 
digest  of  legal  events  and  opinions. 
Rather,  the  Survey  is  a  selective 
screening  and  critical  commentary 
on  the  significant  developments, 
changes  and  proposals  in  the  law  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

A  secondary  purpose  but  one  of 
great  importance  to  the  Law  School, 
is  that  it  affords  to  outstanding  stu- 
dents the  opportunity  of  a  valuable 
training  in  legal  analysis,  independ- 
ent thinking  and  critical  writing. 
The  work  of  the  Survey  staff  is  in- 
tended to  develop  an  editorial  tradi- 
tion in  the  Law  School.  It  gives  the 
student  editors  an  opportunity,  even 
placement  opportunities,  by  reason 
of  their  close  collaboration  with  the 
outstanding  practitioners  at  the  bar 
in  the  Commonwealth.

1500  Alumni  at  the  Heights,  and  hundreds  of 
others  all  over  the  world,  gathered  for  the  Laetare 
Communion  Breakfast,  May  19.  Each  one  con- 
tributed a  little  over  and  above  the  tariff:  the 
proceeds,  $1900  this  year,  helped  swell  the  Lae- 
tare Scholarship  Fund  to  $4,300.  Within  a  few 
years  it  it  hoped  the  Fund  will  reach  $10,000  so 
that  full  scholarships  can  be  granted;  meanwhile, 
$2,000  has  been  distributed  in  small  gifts  to  10 
Laetare  Scholars,  5  this  year.

One  is  a  published  poet,  and  prize-winner  in  a 
national  contest  as  well  as  a  Science  Fair  exhibitor. 

One  was  active  in  no  less  than  22  extra-curricu- 
lar and  community  activities. 

One  is  a  classicist  and  a  football  player! 

Would  that  the  grants  to  these  youngsters  was 
10  times  the  size  that  the  present  limited  Fund 
would  allow!
